Three Men have Narrow Escape From 


Death In an Explosion Near 


Manson. 


Three men, George MeGrcgor and 


tho two Erlckson brothers, who re- 
side near Tomahawk, experienced a 
narrow escape from death In a dyna- 
mite explosion. 


The men were employed oti a new 


town road and were camped about 
four miles south of Manson in Lin- 
coln county. In tho tent which they 
occupied, 
was 
stored twenty-live 


rounds of dynamite together with 
'uses. One evening the men made a 
smudge in the tent for the purpose of 
Irivlng away mosquitos. They went 
o sleep, leaving the smudge smolder- 
ng. During tho night the smudge 
lovoloped Into 
llatnes and spread 


lirough tho tont. Reaching the dy- 
lamitc, the fuses became ignited and 
esulted in a tcrrlllc explosion, the 
oport of which could be heard 
for 


evoral miles, 
Tho sleeping occu- 


)anta of tho tent, together with their 
utilt, were hurled through the air at 
xpress train speed. Each of tiio men 
vas badly Injured, Recovering from 
lie shock of the explosion, they gro'p- 
d their way witli great ditllculty 
hrough tlio woods until they arrived 
at a farmer's house. Here their in- 
juries were attended to and they wero 
titled with new clothing. That the 
men were not killed seems almost a 
miracle. 


J. J. Homo of this city visited 


tho scene a 
few days after tho 


accident and, says that the ex- 
plosives rent a hole in the ground 
about ten feet In circumference atid 
three feet in depth. 
Through the 


woods for a radiance of one fourtii of 
a mile could be soon bits of clothing, 
supplies and cooking utensils scatter- 
ed by the explosion.

Sec. HJiKl, Chap. 188, laws of 11107— 


From and after tins tlrst Monday of 
.July, 11)08, no license to sell, deal or 
tralllc In malt, ardent, spirituous or 
Intoxicating liquors shall be granted 
or Issued to any person not a full 
citizen of the United States and of 
this state, and a resident of the town, 
village or city In which such license 
Is applied for, nor shall any such 
license be granted or Issued to any 
person who has been convicted of an 
offense against the laws of this state 
punishable by Imprisonment In the 
state prison. 


Sec. 4, Chap. (I.'L 
1, laws of 11107—All 


town and village boards and common 
councils or the duly autliorl/.ed com- 
mittees of such councils shall meet 
and be In session on the third Mon- 
day of each .June and from day to day 
thereafter so long as It may be neces- 
sary for the purpose of acting upon 
such applications as may be presented 
to them conformably to this chapter. 
The population of any city or village 
shall bo ascertained by the last pro- 
ceeding enumeration by the state or 
general government. 


The last sentence refers to the 


minimum license fee. Thus It will 
be seen that saloon men were com- 
pelled to have their applications In 
by last Monday, two weeks earlier 
than they ever did before. 
They 


must also prove their citizenship and 
other qualillcat Ions or go out of busi- 
ness, If the council enforces the pro- 
visions of the law. No more saloon 
licenses can bo granted In Rhlnelaml- 
er than there are at present, for there 
are more now than are allowed by a 
law passed at the last session of the 
legislature, except that they were In 
the business when the law was pass 
ed.

he north side of Grant Land as In the 
winter of 1005-0. 


"Wintering hero will bo essentially 


he same as In 1905-ft, though I oxpuct 
lext time to avoid tho distribution of 
ny dogs and a largo portion of my 
>arty through tho Interior of Grant 
..and (hiring tho winter, enforced In 
he last expedition by tho poisoning 
of tho whale meat which I hud pur- 
chased for food for my dogs. 


"Tho sledge work will begin as bo- 


fore. In February, but my route will 
bo modified as follows: First. I shall 
follow the north coast of Grant Land 
as far wast as Capo Columbia, and 
possibly beyond; Instead of leaving 
tho land at Point Mosa. as 1 did be* 
fore. 


"Second, leaving tho land, my courso 


will be more west of north than bo- 
fore. In order to counteract or allow 
for tho easterly set of tho Ice be- 
tween the north coast of Grant Land 
and the pole, discovered during my 
last expedition. 


"Another essential modification will 


be a moro rigid massing of my sledgo 
divisions en route. In ordor to pre- 
vent the possibility of a portion of tho 
party being separated from the rest 
by tho movement of tho Ice, with In- 
Riitllclent supplies for a protracted ad- 
vance, us happened on the last expe- 
dition. 


"Tho main features of the above 


program are, llrst, the utilization of 
the Smith Sound or 'American1 route.

attended the obsequies.

ritual had been read and tho body was 
being lowered Into the grave by tho 
sexton of the cemetery and Davis had 
been called by the Hexton to assist,In 
tho burial.

after Davis. They accused him of be- 
ing friendly to Cramer, who killed 
tho man, nnd, seizing a number of 
clubs, they started after him.

liooplo to its meaning and a law coi- 
ego has been established in which old 
men and boys uro studying tho now 
laws.

through all over China within ten 
years If tho nation Is to bo saved. As 
a result, teachers must be trained In 
a hurry. 
Instead of turning out sec- 


ond grade teachers with 
superficial 


training, tho

adopted to "get results quick:"

normal school, for example, for women 
is established with a completo dormi- 
tory system, tho entire expenses of 
the scholars Is borno by Do govern- 
ment and ton dollars a month is paid 
to each student besides her expenses, 
thus placing a premium upon this 
method of preparation. 
On tbo other 


bund, examinations aro held In tho 
different provincial centers, and those 
students are selected and admitted to 
tho school who havo 
the 
highest 


standing. I vent through such a school 
mysolf and talked to tho teachers, who 
were Chlnosu, of course, but whospoko 
Knglluh. 
There wero about MO girls 


preparing for teachers. An apparently 
Inexhaustible treasury has been 
do- 


voted to tho equipment of the schools, 
which surpasses anything I havo seen 
In Japan In tho way of sciontinc labor 
ntorlos for chemistry, physics, biology, 
physiology and engineering with its 
various branches. An IndustrlaPuchool, 
again with a complete dormitory sys 
tern, where somo 700 men and boys 
woro hard at work learning trades 
showed that the Interest In academic 
education had not blinded tho oduca 
tlonnl department to t.io value of In- 
dustrial education. Wo visited but ono 
Industrial school 
and ono establish 


mont undor government supervision 
fur tho promotion of homo Industry 
un "Iron works," but there aro many 
r:ch enterprises. 


So much will glvo you an Idea of 


what tho board of education can and 
will accomplish to save Itu people a 
place among the "civilized nations" of 
tho world. Tho efforts of tho govern 
raent to help the people ar« not purely 


L'ducntlonul by any means, that Is .o 
say not alono through schools. Public 
reading rooms have been opened In 
four districts; whero at certain hours 
of tho day a man Is employed to ox- 
plain to the illiterate the news of tho 
day. 
Popular lecture i'..lls. four In 


number, and seating fnnn 200 to 500 
men, nro open every night of tho week 
from eight to ton o'clock, and every 
night thero nro four half-hour lectures 
on elementary 
educational subjects, 


such as modern methods of ugrl- 
culture, now discoveries In science, tho 
ovlls of polygamy, nnd western busi- 
ness methods, delivered o' men In tho 
employment of tho board of educa- 
tion. 
It was ono of these lecture 


halls that wo visited lust night. 
Wo 


entered It from tho street nnd found 
a goodly audience of Chinese laborers 
and merchants listening to the second 
speaker Intently and drinking tho In- 
evitable tea which wus served fr:o 
and hot. 


Tho Chinese government Is surely 


doing Its best. 
Gambling has boon 


prombltod within the city on ;ialn of 
ten years' Imprisonment—gambling in 
ovory form, 
A search im an opium 


den proved the ollicionc^ of tho law, 
and inspection wiped them out of ex- 
istence. 


Perhaps tho least said about tho out- 


rageous doings of tho foreigners 
in 


Tientsin tho better. 
It is a subject 


that people do not like to discuss and 
do not wish to havo brought 
before 


them. 
It Is true, nevertheless, that 


In tho foreign settlements the Chinese 
aro finding endless opportunity for 
tho gambling which Is prohibited by 
their government In their own city, 
and 
is nevertheless openly coun- 


tenanced by several consuls of for- 
eign nations in spite of their ngroo- 
ments with tho Chinese government. 
"The China Times," a Tientsin paper, 
Is waging an opon war against houses 
of 111 fume and places of amusement 
of outrageous character which aro act- 
ually protected by tho representatives 
of foreign powers. 
Tho papers are 


full of it. 
One paragraph I will copy, 


for It is suggcstivo and can stand by 
Itself:
